CLAIMS: 

1. A method of treating an intestinal damage comprising the step of administering a 
pharmaceutical^ active formulation ofPYY or a PYY agonist to a patient in need thereof. 

2. The method of claim 1 wherein the intestinal damage is selected from the group 
consisting of inflammatory bowel disease, bowel atrophy, loss of bowel mucosa, and loss of 

bowel mucosal function. 

3. The method of claim 2 wherein the inflammatory bowel disease is ulcerative 

colitis. 

4. A method of using PYY or an agonist of PYY comprising the steps of: 
administering PYY or an agonist of PYY to a subject suffering from an intestinal 

damage selected from the group consisting of inflammatory bowel disease, bowel atrophy, loss 
of bowel mucosa, and loss of bowel mucosal function. 
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
